To  His  Excellency,  John  Lee  Carroll, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  of  making  the  following  report 
from  this  department  for  the  year  1877. 

The  unusually  small  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature for  the  support  of  the  Militia,  prevented  their  receiving 
any  substantial  assistance,  and  no  new  Military  material  was 
purchased  previous  to  the  emergency  which  occured  in  July, 
nevertheless  the  ranks  of  the  differrent  organizations  were 
kept  fairly  filled,  and  with  great  care  the  uniforms  (although 
used  for  past  four  years,)  presented  a  good  appearance,  and 
at  the  Law  Parade  in  May,  the  First  Brigade  was  in  quite 
as  good  condition  as  it  had  been  for  several  years.  A  number 
of  applications  for  authority  to  raise  nev/  companies  had 
been  received  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  but  as  they 
were  unable  to  unifoim  themselves,  and  the  State  was  not 
provided  with  means  to  assist  them,  they  were  all  refused 
with  the  exception  of  one  company  of  cavalry  from  Berlin, 
Worcester  county,  the  members  of  which  agreed  to  uniform 
themselves,  and  to  provide  a  suitable  armory,  and  under 
these  conditions  were  furnished  witjj  ar  iis,  viz  :  sibies,  pis- 
tols and  carbines. 


4  REPORT  OF  THE 

On  July  Ist,  the  available  force  of  the  National  Guard 
was  as  follows  : 

Baltimore  City — Fifth.  Regiment,  infantry,  250  muskets  ; 
Light  Artillery  Regiment,  250  muskets,  two  Mountain 
Howitzers,  40  artillerists. 

Cecil  County — Groome  Guards,  infantry,  50  muskets. 
Baltimore  County — Maryland  Hussars,  cavalry,  50  sabres. 
Anne  Arundel  County— Qondi  Guards,  cavalry,  50  sabres. 
Worcester  County — Bond  Light  Horse  cavalry,  35  sabres. 

Total  in  the  State  for  duty,  550  muskets,  135  sabres  and  2 
mountain  Howitzers. 

When  the  serious  disturbances  in  the  State  made  it  neces- 
sary to  call  out  the  National  Guard  on  July  22nd,  this  force 
was  weakened  by  the  disband ment  of  the  Sixth  Regiment, 
L.  A.,  for  reasons  already  made  public  by  your  Excellency, 
and  at  a  time  of  the  greatest  peril  to  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  City,  there  was  but  one  small 
regiment  available  to  assist  the  police  in  the  support  of  law 
and  order,  and  to  resist  a  mob  of  many  thousands;  and 
although  behaving  with  unsurpassed  heroism,  it  was  deem- 
ed absolutely  necessary  to  call  upon  the  General  Government 
for  military  assistance.  Under  these  circumstances,  there 
was  no  doubt  that  all  available  means  should  be  taken 
to  increase  tlie  armed  force  of  the  State,  and  on  July 
24th,  authority  was  given  to  General  James  Howard 
and  to  General  Charles  E.  Phelps,  to  each  raise  a 
regiment  of  infantry,  and  to  General  R.  Snowden  Andrews, 
to  raise  a  company  of  artillery,  and  with  most  commendable 
zeal  these  officers  immediately  set  about  the  duty  entrusted 
to  them,  and  in  an  incredible  short  time  their  efforts  were 
crowned  with  complete  success.  At  the  same  time  a  call  for 
recruits  for  Fifth  Regiment  was  made,  and  so  promptly  re- 
sponded to,  that  in  a  few  days  the  numbers  of  that  regiment 
were  doubled  without  its  efficiency  being  at  all  impaired. 
On  July  29th,  five  days  after  the  order  was  issued,  the 
Seventh  Regiment,  Col.  James  Howard,  commanding,  with 
eight  full  companies,  officered  by  tried  solders,  was  in  camp 
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fully  equipped  ;  and  on  July  30th,  six  days  after  the  call,  the 
Eighth  Kegimentj  Col.  Charles  B.  Phelps,  commanding,  was 
also  full,  and  making  rapid  progress  in  soldierly  discipline, 
under  the  teaching  of  veterans  of  both  armies  of  the  late  war. 
In  five  days  the  company  of  artillery,  Capt.  Thos.  S.  Rhett, 
commanding,  was  fully  equipped,  the  guns  (four  12  pdr, 
Napoleons)  having  been  borrowed  from  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment, (through  the  kind  offices  of  Gen.  Wm.  F.  Barry,)  the 
horses  purchased  in  Baltimore,  and  the  other  material 
brought  from  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  At  the  same  time 
numerous  applications  for  authority  to  raise  companies  were 
made  from  the  different  counties,  (notably  from  Harford, 
which  having  furnished  two  companies  for  the  Eighth  Regi- 
ment, infantry;  also  tendered  a  very  fine  company  of 
cavalry,)  but  as  the  immediate  necessit}''  seemed  to  be 
sufficiently  provided  for  with  the  above  mentioned  forces, 
they  were  all  refused  except  two  companies  of  cavalry — one 
from  Harford  and  one  from  Baltimore  county.  These  com- 
panies were  accepted  partly  because  this  arm  of  the  service 
was  not  so  strong  as  desired,  especially  near  the  point  where 
they  seemed  most  likely  to  be  needed,  and  partly  because  of 
the  unusually  fine  material  of  which  they  were  composed. 
They  furnished  their  own  horses  and  uniforms,  and  under 
these  circumstances,  were  provided  with  full  horse-equip- 
ments and  complete  cavalry  arms.  The  part  taken  by  the 
Seventh  Regiment  in  raising  the  blockade  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Canal,  and  the  reasons  which  led  to  the  disbanding 
of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Regiments  of  infantry,  and  the 
Battery  of  Artillery  after  one  month's  service,  are  so  well  un- 
derstood as  to  make  it  needless  to  reiterate  them,  but  the 
moral  efi'ect  upon  those  who  had  arrayed  themselves  against 
law  and  order,  of  the  prompt  and  successful  efforts  of  the 
authorities  to  raise  a  sufficient  force  to  preserve  the  peace,  and 
to  arm,  equip  and  ^)a?/  said  forces,  cannot  be  efitimated,  and 
to  such  prompt  and  successful  action  is  in  great  part  due  the 
calm  which  has  succeeded  the  disorders  of  July.  After  the 
disbandment  of  the  aforementioned  organizations,  several 
companies  from  the  counties  were  accepted — in  most  cases 
they  agreed  to  uniform  themselves,  and  only  required  arms, 
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and  in  two  instances  they  accepted  uniforms,  whicli  had  been 
used  by  other  companies^  a  full  report  of  which  will  be  found 
in  appendix. 

That  the  events  ol  the  past  year  have  clearly  demonstrated 
the  necessity  for  a  well  organized  Militia,  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  and  "they  prove  that  this  Country  has  passed  beyond 
those  halcyon  da3's,  when  public  opinion  sufficed  to  preserve 
the  peace,  and  protect  property  within  our  borders.  It  is 
the  duty  of  every  State  in  the  Union,  to  maintain  a  sufficient, 
well  organized  force  of  militia  to  quell  riots,  crush  insurrec- 
tion, and  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people,  and 
the  regular  army  should  be  called  in  only  as  a  last  resort." 

I  think  it  also  clearly  proven  that  the  patriotism  of  the 
citizens  can  be  relied  upon  to  fill  the  ranks  of  the  National 
Guard  with  brave  and  reliable  material,  without  any  law 
compelling  enlistment ;  provided  proper  provision  is  made  to 
make  such  service  honorable,  and  to  prevent  it  becoming  a 
pecuniary  tax  upon  the  individual  members.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  such  a  regiment  as  the  Fifth,  has  precisely 
the  same  moral  effect  as  if  they  were  constantly  on  duty,  and 
on  pay,  and  that  to  arrive  at  such  a  degree  of  discipline  and 
efficiency,  requires  an  amount  of  attention  and  physical 
labor,  that  fairly  entitles  those  willing  to  undergo  it,  to  de^ 
mand  that  they  shall  receive  from  the  State  such  assistance 
as  will  give  them  '^'effectual  encouragement."*  In  conclusion, 
I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  present  militia  law  needs 
amending,  in  so  far  as  to  make  the  enlistment  for  a  term  of 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which,  should  be  given  an  honor- 
able discharge  ;  to  make  failures  to  attend  law  parades  and 
regular  drills,  and  to  return  State  property  when  called  for  by 
proper  authorities,  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. With  these  changes  in  the  law,  and  an  appro- 
priation commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  object  to  be 
accomplished,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  State  should  not 
have  constantly  at  her  command,  a  sufiicient  force  acting  in 
conjunction  with,  and  under  the  orders  of  the  civil  officers, 
to  preserve  the  peace,  under  all  circumstances,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  possibility  of  again   being  compelled  to  call  on  the 

"*See  Constitution. 
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General  Goverment  for  aid.  There  is  also  great  need  of  a. 
suitable  and  secure  armory  where  ordnance  stores  can  he 
received,  properly  taken  care  of  and  issued  when  needed.  At 
this  time  the  State  has  no  place  of  the  kind,  and  is  depend- 
ent upon  the  courtesy  of  the  U.  S,  officer,  who  may  he  in 
command  at  Fort  McHenry,  for  the  safe-keeping  of  all  arms- 
and  ammunition,  not  in  the  hands  of  State  troops.  There  is 
an  armory  at  Easton,  the  property  of  the  State,  but  owing  to 
its  locality  and  size,  is  not  suited  far  the  purpose,  and  could 
very  properly  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  used  to  equip  a 
larger  and  more  conveniently  located  building.  Information 
in  detail  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  of  the  disbursement 
of  the  appropriation  for  past  two  years,  and  of  the  register 
of  the  present  military  force.

The  reasons  which  have  influenced  the  Governor  in  accept- 
ing the  resignations  of  the  above  named  offices  are  briefly  as 
follows  :     In  an  interview  with   Col.   Peters,  the  Governor 
was  informed  by  him,  that  the  reason  he  could  only  muster 
a  small  portion  of  his  command,  in  obedience  to  the  order  to 
assemble  at  their  armory,  was  that  a  large  number  of  his 
men  sympathized   ivith  the  strikers,  and  it  was  feared  could 
not  be  prevailed  upon  to  take  part  against  the  rioters.     This 
was  sufficient  of  itself  to  inspire  a  want  of  confidence  in  the 
sixth  regiment,  as  a  military   organization,  at  a  time  when 
the  city  was  in  a  comparatively  defenceless  condition,  and  the 
authorities  were  entitled  to  the  absolute  loyalty  of  e^^ery  man 
who  was  called  into  the  service  of  the  State.     Again,  of  the 
three  companies  ordered  by   General    Herbert    to    Camden 
Station,  on  Friday  night,  July  20th,  numbering  about  one 
hundred  and   twenty  men,  on  Sunday  morning,  July  22nd, 
there   were   only   twenty    left,   mostly   of  Captain  Tapper's 
company,  the  balance   of   the  detachment  having  taken  off 
their  uniforms,  laid  aside  their  muskets,  and   deserted  the 
post  of  duty  to  which  they  were  assigned.     These  being  the 
actual  facts  of  the  case,  as  far  as  they  go,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  has  found  it  impossible  to  distinguish  between  those 
who  were  faithful  at  that  critical  period,  and  those  who  were 
not,  and  while  acknowledging  that  there  are  many  among 
the  command  who  could  be  relied  upon  at  all  times,  to  per- 
form their  duty,  he  concluded  that  as  a  military/  organization 
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the  regiment  was  not  entitled  to  be  paid  by  him,  except  so 
far  as  regards  Captain  Tapper's  company,  and  he  prefers 
that  any  claim  they  may  consider  themselves  entitled  to,  be 
submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State. .  This  statement 
having  been  made  in  substance  by  the  Governor  to  the  oflS- 
cers  in  person,  they  tendered  their  resignations,  which  are  ac- 
cepted as  above.

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SURGED  M   GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


General  F.  A.  Bond, 

Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Maryland : 

Dear  Sir: — Having  been  called  into  active  service  by  His 
Excellency,  John  Lee  Carroll,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  : 

On  entering  upon  my  daty,  there  was  but  one  regiment  in 
active  service,  and  this  was  at  once  provided  with  medical 
stores  and  instruments  ;  also,  a  hospital  was  opened  in  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  main  building,  at 
Camden  Station,  through  the  kindness  of  some  of  its 
officers. 

In  a  short  time,  two  other  regiments  of  infantry,  and  one 
company  of  artillery,  being  formed,  I,  likewise,  furnished 
them  with  medicines,  &c. 

The  seven  surgeons,  who  were  now  under  ray  care,  received 
orders  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  the  number  of  sick  and 
disabled  men  under  treatment,  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments ;  also,  when  in  need  of  medical  supplies  to  make 
requisitions  on  me^  which  was  furnished  them  after  thorough 
investigation. 

As  I  practiced  strict  economy  in  every  way,  and  only  pro- 
cured such  amount  as,  in  each  case,  was  actually  required,  I 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  into  details,  but  will  simply 
mention  the  sum  drawn,  which  was  only  six  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Before  being  relieved  from  duty  I  had  such  medicines  and 
instruments,  as  were  turned  over  to  me,  boxed  up  and  care- 
fully put  away  for  safe  keeping.
